ngement of thi Southern Pacific sys- 
tem to wronirs which have in n special 
man«*r been dlrteted against tbe 
people of HeVada, to their buatillatTo'o 
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nod disgrace, not to mention the ma- 
terlal Injury tbeir industries have 
•attained.
